B. It In hereby declared that I 
tli« creation by this ordinance c 
the respective classes of districts He 
forth herein, the city council h« 
Blven duo and careful conslderatlo 
to the. peculiar suitability (if end 
and every such district for the par 
tlcular regulations applied then-tr 
ami the neei'sxnry. proper and coin 
prchenslvH grouping nnd arrange 
incut nf tl.n various uses and dencl 
tics nf population In accordance will 
a well considered plan for the do 
vdopmont of the city, and In rela 
lion to established plans In adjoin 
iiiK unincorporated arena of th 
County of Los Angeles, and In th 
Incorporated areas of adjacent mii- 
niclpalltleH.

C. The boundaries of »ucli dis­ 
tricts as are shown upon Oic ma 
adopted by till* ordinance, or amen 
incuts thereto, are hereby adopt 
and approved and the regulations ._ 
this ordinance governing the use of 
land mid buildings, the height of 
buildings, building situ aivos, tin 
sizes of yards about buildings am 
other matters as hereinafter si-i 
fort/i, are hereby established am 
declared to be In effect upon nl 
land Included within the. boumhir 
les of each and every district showi 
upon said maps.

D. Where uncertainty exists as t< 
the boundaries of any district stiowi 
on said maps, the following rule) 
shall apply:

1. Whore district boundaries nr« 
Indicated as approximately follow 
Ing street lines, alley lines or lo 
lines, such lines shall be construed 
to be Hucli boundaries;

2. In unsubdlvlded property oi 
whern a district boundary divides i 
lot. the location of such boundary 
unless the same Is Indicated bv di 
mansions, a).nil be determined bj 
the nun of tho scale appearing oi 
th« maps:

.1. In case any further uncertain!, 
exists, the planning commission shul 
Interpret the Intent of the maps as 
to tlie location, of such boundaries

4. Where any public street or al 
ley Is hereafter officially vacated o 
abandoned, the regulations appllca 
ble to each parcel of abutting pro 
porty shall apply to that portloi

to by virtue 
abandonment."
